It is proixised to bond the tracks 
and close one of them permanently to running 
races. In case the deal is completed Latonia 
would be selected for race meetings, while New- 
port would be closed, although the latter might 
be used for trotting races. The plans for the 
deal have not yet b*>en matured, but something 
in the nature of a combine is being attempted, 
and it is possible it may be successful.— Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Tribune.
